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INSTRUCTIONS TO CONTRIBUTORS 
Manuscripts: All material intended for pub- 
lication should be submitted to the Editor at 
the editorial office of the Journal, 150 St. 
George Street, Toronto 5, Ontario, with a 
covering letter requesting consideration for 
publication in the Journal. Acceptance is sub- 
ject to the understanding that such material is 
submitted solely to this Journal, and will not 
be reprinted without the consent of both the 
Editor and the author. The Editor reserves the 
tight to make such editorial changes as are 
considered necessary to ensure correctness 
of grammar, sentence construction and spell- 
ing, clarification of obscurities or conformity 
to Journal style. 

References: All references listed in the 
bibliography must be referred to by number in 
the text. These should include in order: the 
author’s name and initials, in capital letters; 
abbreviated journal name; volume number, 
page number and year. The abbreviations of 
journal names should be those defined in the 
Index Medicus of The National Library of 
Medicine, Washington, D.C. : e.g. 8. Willis, W. 
H.: Canad. Med. Ass. J., 88: 411, 1963. Ref- 
erences to books sheuld include in order: 
author’s name and initials ; title of book ; num- 
ber of edition (if 2nd or 3rd, etc.) ; name of 
publishing house; city of publication, year of 
publication; page number (if a specific ref- 
erence) : e.g. 9. Underhill, F.: A textbook of 
medicine, 2nd ed., Jones & Jones Ltd., Lon- 
don, 1962, p. 1376. 

iWNustrations: Illustrations and tables should 
be sent detached from the manuscript. Illus- 
trations, both half-tone and line, should be 
referred to as “Figures’’ and numbered in 
Arabic numerals. Tables should be numbered 
in Roman numerals. Each figure and each 
table must be accompanied by an explanatory 
legend, and the name(s) of the author(s) 
should be written on the reverse side. Separate 
sheets should be used for each table and illus- 
tration and for legends. Photographs should be 
glossy prints, unmounted and untrimmed, pref- 
erably not larger than 8” wide and 10” deep. 
The “top’’ of photographs, radiographs and 
photomicrographs should be indicated on the 
reverse side. No writing or typing should ap- 
pear on any photographs. Any markings that 
are to be added to photographs should be in- 
dicated on a tissue overlay—not on the photo- 
graph itself. Colour work can be published only 
at the author's expense. Magnification of 
photomicrographs must always be given. Pa- 
tients must not be recognizable in illustrations, 
unless the written consent of the subject has 
been obtained and supplied with the manu- 
script. Graphs and diagrams should be drawn 
in Indiaink.

LOANS TO ESTABLISH MEDICAL PRACTICE 


ESTABLISHED JULY 1, 1964 
AS AMENDED AND EFFECTIVE JUNE 1, 1968 


SPONSORED BY THE CANADIAN MEDICAL ASSOCIATION RETIREMENT SAVINGS PLAN 
IN CONJUNCTION WITH THE BANK OF MONTREAL 


The Canadian Medical Association has made arrangements with the 
Bank of Montreal to make special loans available to recent and current 
entrants into private medical practice. Applicants must be members of 
The Canadian Medical Association and the Canadian Medical Association 
Retirement Savings Plan. 


Eligibility 

Any medical graduate, who is a member of the C.M.A. and who has 
been accepted as a member of the Canadian Medical Association Retire-— 
ment Savings Plan, may apply for a loan within two years of his entry 
into private practice, or within one year of his re-entry into private 
practice after certification. Private practice, for purposes of these 
loans, will have a broad definition but shall not include interns, 
residents or others engaged in study programs. In addition the applicant 
must be fully registered with the provincial medical licensing authority 
where he is establishing practice and have the right to engage in 
independent private practice. If intending to engage in specialty 
practice, the applicant must have completed all requirements necessary 
for full specialist qualification as defined by the licensing authority 
of the province where he intends to practise. 


Purpose of Loans 


Loans may be approved for the establishment of a medical practice 
including the following: 


1. Equipping an office. 

2. Purchase of an automobile. 

3. Repayment of loans associated with the applicant's medical 
education. 

4. Purchase of household furnishings. 

5. Part of a down-payment on a home. 

6. Consolidation of existing debts. 

7. Reasonable living expenses during the period of establishment 
in practice. 

8. Contributions to the Canadian Medical Association Retirement 
Savings Plan. (Payment of the minimum annual contribution of 
$300.00 is voluntary during the first two years of practice. ) 


N.B. It is intended that these loans will be made to applicants who 
can demonstrate the ability to repay them but who do not have 
the collateral to support a normal bank loan. It is not intended 
that the loans be made available to all applicants regardless of 
ability to repay. 


Amount of Loan 


Approved applicants may borrow up to $5000.00 and may choose a 
repayment period of up to five years. 

Some provincial Divisions have arranged Bank of Montreal loans for 
interns and residents. Any applicant who has such a loan outstanding 
will be required to repay the Division loan prior to, or coincident 
with, obtaining a loan to establish practice. 


Interest Rate 


Loans to Establish Medical Practice are demand loans and the 
interest rate chargeable is tied to the Bank of Montreal's prime 
interest rate. The interest rate will be 4% above the prime interest 
rate. If the prime interest rate increases or decreases during the re- 
payment period, the effective interest will be adjusted accordingly. 


Life Insurance 


A group life insurance contract has been arranged with National Life 
of Canada which, in the event of the death of the borrower, will insure 
the outstanding amount of the depreciating balance of the loan. A small 
premium is charged to each borrower for this insurance and for covering 
the initial administrative costs. 


Method of Application 


While application forms may be available at any branch of the Bank 
of Montreal, it is preferable that application forms be obtained by 
writing to the C.M.A. office, 150 St. George Street, Toronto. We can 
at that time verify membership in the C.M.A. and the Canadian Medical 
Association Retirement Savings Plan and give information regarding the 
completion of the form. 

The signed application form must be presented to the manager of your 
local Bank of Montreal branch. No manager will accept an application 
unless the applicant has set up practice, or plans to establish a 
practice in the vicinity of his branch, and has opened an account to 
facilitate the repayment of the loan if granted. 

In the event there is no branch of the Bank of Montreal in the 
community where applicant is or will be located, he may apply through 
the most convenient branch of the Bank of Montreal or alternatively 
apply direct to the Bank of Montreal, St. George and Bloor Streets 
Branch, 270 Bloor Street West, Toronto 5, Ontario. 


General Provisions 


1. The approval mechanism may take about two weeks. Both the 
Bank of Montreal and the C.M.A. have to approve each application. 
2. All loans will become due and payable if the borrower leaves 
Canada to practise in another country or if he leaves practice 
to undertake further education or training. 
3. If, during the repayment period, the loan is in arrears, or 
if the loan becomes due and payable, the Bank of Montreal will 
take its usual steps to recover the moneys owing. The Bank 
shall have the right to refuse, limit or call any specific loan.
